been in exceptionally fine • health': for 
more-than'a year,-but then- he Com- 
plained of a feeling of dizziness. This 
remained with him on the following 
day, but was not sufficient to keep 
him away from his office.: Monday not 
only was he still dizzy, but his, vision 
failed hlm'and a specialist was called 
In.

. Wednesday there were further com- 
plications, an apparent attack,of in- 
digestion, and he lay'in an almost un- 
conscious state until noon yesterday 
when he rallied and his brain was 
clear for several .hours: At 3 o'clock 
Friday morning he • had a stroke- of 
apoplexy, and failed, steadily until the 
end came.

Mr.:putney's first serious Illness oc- 


curred two, years ago in the midst of 
.his activity in the Floyd gubernatorial 
campaign when he sustained a shock 


which kept him confined to his home 
for several weeks. After this he gave 
up practlcallyj all of his newspaper 
work and political activities, and al- 
lowed himself to .be burdened only 
with his official 
duties 
as railroad

He read law, in Manchester "and New 
York city, and in the meantime fol- 
lowed the vocation of school teach- 
er, as'principal of the Duhbartin high 
school 'and the Amoskeag grammar 
school.

As a young man he'Showed, an aiv 


dent interest in political affairs, and 
had the reputation of being the most 
capable moderator -who ever. served 
MB native town. He was, elected to 


the legislature from 
Dunbarton 
in 


1SOS, and about this time ho began 
.sending contributions to the Manches- 
ter Mirror and American. His clear- 
ly distinctive writings and vigor of 
expression attracted the attention/ of 
the editor and proprietor of the paper 
Col.' John B. Clarke, who invited Mr. 
Putneyto become its leading editorial 
writer.

He soon made a name for himself 


and-the paper by the force of. his ed- 
itorial expressions, and from 1873 un- 
til within a comparatively short time 
was the political editor, of the Mirror: 
Mr. Putney 'Was neA'er a noncombat- 
ant, but he mixed in practically ev- 
ery, political fight that the. state has 
known during the last 40 years, .car- 
rying the Mirror, with him, and only 
at rare intervals did he meet with de- 
feat With buitbyo exceptions it can 
be said that the Republican party of 
New'Hampshire lias not elected its 
candidates for governor at any time 
during., the last 35 years 'unless Mr. 
Pu]ineir espoused the cause of the can- 
didate before the nominating conven- 
tion. 


President Arthur appointed him col- 


lector . of internal revenue, and 
he 


was removed by President Cleveland 
for "offensive partisanship." In 1S8G 
Gov.. Moody Currier, whose 
political 


campaign Mr.-. Putney managed, ap- 
pointed him chairman of 
the 
-, New 


Hampshire railroad commission, and 
through all of the .time since'he filled 
the position. During Mr, .Putney's 
term of office seven men who were 
his associated pn the 
commission, 


'most of them in the, nrime of life, 
died.

The elm tree beetle is at last well 


established in New Hampshire. Here 
In Manchester the effect of its work 
may be seen In several parts of the 
city :and-it is certain that another 
year will see a much larger area 
affected, unless prompt and effective 
measures are taken next spring. For- 
tunately the elm beetle confiines its 
ravages to the elm, but even that 
is serious enough. 
Jn the lower part 


of the state at least there is a scar- 
cely a town whic h has not a row of 
elms that It can ill afford to lose. 
There are streets and squares and 
centers where the elm is today the 
special features and pride, and there 
are "parades'1 too, with their, mem- 
ories of the old days, where the elms 
are about all that remain to remind 
one of the epauletted brigadiers and 
colonels, and the youthful captains 
lieutenants and ensigns, not a few of 
whom afterwards shared In the real- 
ities of actual warfare. These elms 
must be preserved. There is only one, 
sentiment bout that and thei only 
question Is the practical one of how 
it shall be done.

-Hampshire has in this instance the 
benefit .of the experience of other 
states. 
Connecticut, with its niag- 


niflcient elrns at New Haven, Hart- 
ford and elsewhere has shown what 
can bo done In tie way of effecive 
fighting of the pest.
